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Brand  names 

Brand  names  have  been  an  accepted  part  of  commercial 
life  for  many  years,  with  over  one  million  being 
registered  in  the  UK  alone  since  the  British  Trade  Mark 
Register  began  operating  in  1876;  it  is  estimated  that 
250,000  of  the  names  are  currently  "live"  and  that 
annually  new  registrations  total  about  2,500.  In  all  this 
apparently  there  has  been  little  research  on  what  trade 
marks  mean  to  the  consumer. 

To  help  fill  the  gap,  the  Confederation  of  British 
Industry  on  Wednesday  published  the  results  of  a  survey 
into  the  problem — "Trade  Marks,  Report  on  a  Survey 
Among  Housewives"  (CBI  Print  and  Publications 
Department,  21  Tothill  Street,  London  SW1H  9LP, 
£2-75).  The  report  demonstrates  how  modern  techniques 
of  retailing — and  in  particular  the  development  of  the 
self-service  store — have  strengthened  trade  marks. 

The  report  notes  that  the  growth  of  self-service  has 
deprived  the  shopper  of  the  shopkeepers'  advice  or 
counsel  about  the  differences  between  the  qualities  of 
the  various  varieties  of  each  product  that  he  sells.  "Thus 
the  ever-widening  scope  of  branding  in  large  measure 
replaces  the  personal  advice  that  was  formerly  provided." 
The  survey  was  designed  "to  produce  a  general  picture 
of  the  retail  trade  in  food,  toiletries  and  household 
goods"  and  relates  to  grocery  outlets,  but  some  of  the 
main  finding  could  equally  apply  to  pharmacy. 

Some  92  per  cent  of  housewives  interviewed  bought 
most  of  their  packaged  groceries  in  a  self-service  shop: 
74  per  cent  in  supermarkets  and  18  per  cent  in  a 
smaller  self-service  shop.  In  that  context,  said  the 
report,  the  branding  assumes  particular  importance  and 
has,  for  the  consumer,  three  main  uses:  to  identify  the 
brand  wanted;  to  identify  brands  not  wanted;  and  to 
"change  about"  for  variety. 

Questions  about  the  last  occasions  of  purchasing 
certain  items,  revealed  that  71  per  cent  involved  "usual" 
brands,  and  the  trade  mark  was  considered  to  be  the 
single  most  important  factor  in  brand  recognition  in 
42  per  cent  of  cases,  followed  by  colour  in  a  further 
22  per  cent.  Only  19  per  cent  of  purchases  were 
lower-priced  "own  brands"  in  spite  of  the  economic 
depression.  For  33  per  cent  of  "usual"  brands 
purchased,  respondents  said  that  if  that  brand  was  not 
available  on  a  particular  occasion  they  would  either  go 
to  another  shop  for  it  or  wait  until  it  came  in,  but  they 
would  not  accept  a  different  brand. 

There  was  another  object — perhaps  the  major  object 
— of  the  survey:  To  discover  how  consumers  would  feel 
if  more  than  one  product  from  different  manufacturers, 
but  with  the  same  brand  name,  were  on  the  market  at 
the  same  time.  Such  a  possibility  can  arise,  as  the 
European  Court  of  Justice  in  1974  in  the  Coffee  Hag 
case  ruled  that  the  free  flow  of  goods  between  EEC 
countries  takes  precedence  over  trade  mark  rights. 
Questioning  half  of  the  sample  of  housewives,  the  study 
found  that  53  per  cent  were  initially  wholly  unfavourable 
against  21  per  cent  wholly  favourable. 

The  brand  name  is  the  cornerstone  of  pharmaceutical 
commerce  and  erosion  of  trade  mark  rights  could 
cause  difficulties.  Now  that  this  survey  has  revealed,  to 
some  extent,  the  value  of  trade  marks  to  the  consumer, 
pharmacists  would  hope  that  the  problem  is  discussed 
more  widely.  !t  seems  likely  that  the  public  would  be 
on  the  side  of  those  who  would  resist  change. 
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Name  change  for  the 
Contractors  Committee 


"Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating  Com- 
mittee" is  to  be  the  new  title  of  the 
Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee. The  decision  to  change  the  name 
results  from  a  recommendation  of  the 
Committee's  newly  appointed  public  rela- 
tions consultants,  Braban  Public  Relations 
Ltd,  and  the  new  name  itself  was  suggested 
by  the  Committee's  recently  formed  public 
relations  subcommittee.  It  was  considered 
that  "a  more  meaningful  title"  was  an 
essential  prerequisite  for  conveying  the 
Committee's  major  objectives  to  its  various 
publics.  The  decision  also  reflected  the 
feeling  of  the  representatives'  conference 
in  September  1975  that  the  words 
"chemist"  and  "chemist  contractor"  should 
be  replaced  wherever  possible  with  the 
alternative  descriptions,  "pharmacist"  and 


"pharmaceutical  contractor".  Similar 
changes  would  be  sought  in  the  descrip- 
tions used  in  the  text  of  the  revised  Terms 
of  Service  being  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health. 

Public  relations  campaign 

The  public  relations  subcommittee  reported 
on  meetings  arranged  by  the  consultancy 
between  representatives  of  the  Committee, 
national  Press  journalists  and,  separately, 
with  the  BBC  at  Shepherds  Bush.  The 
chairman,  Mr  G.  T.  M.  David,  would 
also  be  participating  in  the  production  of 
tapes  for  use  by  the  BBC  and  local  radio 
stations.  Production  of  a  quarterly  public 
relations  newsheet  would  start  soon  and 
a  list  of  speakers  for  addressing  womens' 
organisations  was  being  prepared. 


£6  a  week  on  notional  salary 


The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed  to 
the  maximum  £6  a  week  increase  in  the 
proprietors'  notional  salary  element  of 
chemists'  NHS  remuneration.  Now  the 
Central  Committee  is  to  press  for  a  110 
per  cent  advance  payment  to  counteract 
continuing  delays  in  final  payments  and  is 
to  prepare  a  detailed  case  to  improve  the 
profit  margin.  The  Committee  has  also 
published  detailed  accounts  which  antici- 
pate an  additional  £12m  for  contractors 
in  1976  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in 
prescription  numbers  and  higher  ingredient 
costs  (see  later). 

The  proprietors'  notional  salary  moves 
up  to  £5,037  from  January,  1976,  as  a 
result  of  the  increase.  During  negotiations, 
the  Department  had  insisted  that  the  £6 
limit  was  not  an  automatic  entitlement, 
but  it  had  finally  agreed  that  the  Com- 
mittee's case  justified  the  maximum.  It  is 
emphasised  that  the  settlement  does  not 
mean  that  each  proprietor  pharmacist  will 
receive  a  flat  rate  increase  of  £6  per  week 
in  his  monthly  NHS  remuneration — it  is 
only  effective  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  proprietors  involved  in  the  provision  of 
Part  4  services  and  to  the  extent  of  their 
practical  involvement  in  dispensing  and 
related  activity.  The  Central  Committee 
says  that,  in  fact,  the  similar  increases  in 
respect  of  managers,  pharmacists  and  dis- 
pensing assistants  would  have  a  consider- 
ably greater  effect  on  the  global  sum  to 
which  contractors  would  be  entitled. 

Balance  sheet  position 

The  current  NHS  remuneration  position 
is  as  shown  in  column  2. 

The  Committee  noted  that,  on  the  basis 
of  the  above  forecast,  chemist  contractors 
would  have  been  overpaid  £29m  in  1975 
although  this  had  been  more  than  com- 
pensated   by    an    underpayment  carried 


forward  from  1974.  This  situation  had 
arisen  because  of  a  much  higher  than 
expected  rise  in  the  average  net  ingredient 
cost  in  1975.  At  the  time  of  the  negotia- 
tions early  in  1975,  when  the  professional 
fee  was   increased   by  4p  and  3ip  on

January,  1  and  April,  1  respectively,  the 
1975  net  ingredient  cost  had  been  forecast 
at  81p  per  prescription,  but  this  had  now 
proved  to  be  approximately  90p.  Thus, 
the  additional  9p  x  10  5  per  cent  x  304  4m 
prescriptions  had  produced  £2  9m  extra 
payments  to  contractors  by  way  of  on-cost. 

The  effects  of  this  drug  price  escalation 
would  continue  to  be  felt  in  1976  when  the 
net  ingredient  cost  was  reliably  forecast  to 
rise  to  at  least  lOlp.  The  resultant  increase 
in  yield  on  on-cost  and  the  increase  of 
16m  prescriptions  expected  to  be  dispensed 
meant  that  contractors  would  receive 
additional  remuneration  of  £12m  without 
any  change  in  the  level  of  professional 
fees  or  percentage  rate  of  on-cost:

The  Committee  would  be  holding 
further  meetings  with  the  Department  of 
Health  to  keep  the  balance  sheet  situation 
and  the  adequacy  of  the  assumptions 
regarding  inflationary  trends  constantly 
under  review. 

Profit  margin 

Negotiations  would  also  continue  on  the 
level  of  profit  margin.  This  was  currently 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  16  per  cent 
capital  employed  which  included  an 
allowance  of  eleven  weeks  for  drug  shelf 
life.  A  stockholding  inquiry  had,  however, 
recently  been  carried  out  at  the  Depart- 
ment's insistence  and  the  preliminary 
results  indicated  that  the  average  shelf  life 
was  approximately  seven  weeks.  The  Com- 
mittee had  informed  the  Department  that 
it  would  be  unable  to  consider  any  reduc- 
tion in  profit  in  cash  terms  and,  indeed, 
considered  an  increase  to  be  justifiable  on 
other  grounds — a  detailed  case  was  now 
being  prepared.  In  view  of  the  balance 
sheet  position  outlined  above,  the  settle- 
ment of  the  profit  margin  issue  must  be 
regarded  as  a  pre-condition  to  progress  on 
NHS  remuneration  matters  generally,  the 
Committee  agreed. 

Payment  delays 

During  a  "lengthy  and  heated"  discussion 
considerable  concern  was  expressed  about 
the  inadequacy  of  the  100  per  cent  advance 
payments  and  the  continuing  delay  in 
receiving  final  payments.  The  present  level 
of  advance  payment  was  considered  com- 
pletely unsatisfactory.  Apart  from  loss  of 
interest  on  outstanding  accounts  for  some 
pharmacists,  the  present  situation  was 
causing  extra  problems  in  accountancy 
and  in  making  VAT  returns. 

Continued  in  col  1  opposite 
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Baby  milks: 
warning  on 
some  brands 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed  that 
National  Dried  Milk  and  proprietary 
brands  of  unmodified  cow's  milk  prepara- 
tions can  no  longer  be  recommended  for 
babies  less  than  six  months  old. 

The  decision  has  been  taken  following 
knowledge  about  the  increased  risks  of 
neonatal  tetany  and  hypernatraemia  with 
these  milks.  Supplies  of  NDM  will  still 
be  available  for  healthy  infants  over  six 
months  and  urgent  talks  are  taking  place 
as  to  whether  proprietary  brands  of 
modified  milks  should  be  made  available 
to  needy  families  at  subsidised  costs. 

Proprietary  brands  recommended  by  the 
Department  are  SMA  and  SMA  Gold  Cap, 
Cow  &  Gate  Premium,  babymilk  plus  and 
V  formula  and  Ostermilk  complete 
formula.  Those  not  recommended  are 
Ostermilk  2,  Cow  &  Gate  babymilk  2, 
evaporated  and  condensed  milks. 

Form  FP10  redesigned 

The  Department  of  Health  have  agreed 
a  new  format  for  the  prescription  form 
FP10.  The  new  form  will  be  introduced

□  that  representations  be  made  to  the 
Department  that  the  present  100  per  cent 
advance  payment  be  increased  to  110  per 
cent; 

□  that  the  Department  be  asked  to  obtain 
from  Family  Practitioner  Committees  de- 
tails of  the  total  amounts  owed  to  chemist 
contractors  between  the  date  of  receipt  of 
the  estimated  100  per  cent  advanced  pay- 
ment and  the  final  payment  made  to 
chemist  contractors  over  past  months,  and 
the  period  during  which  the  money  was 
owed; 

□  that  the  Department  be  informed  that 
the  Committee  would  be  seeking  interest 
on  the  amounts  owed  and  reimbursement 
by  the  addition  of  a  lump  sum  to  the 
1976  balance  sheet; 

□  that  the  Department  again  be  informed 
of  the  grave  concern  of  the  Committee 
about  the  pricing  position  in  both  England 
and  Wales,  and  the  need  for  urgent  action 
to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  arrears  were 
overtaken  with  minimum  delay.

as  soon  as  present  stocks  have  been 
exhausted,  which  will  be  several  months. 

The  form  will  be  slightly  larger  than 
the  current  one  and  will  have  a  box  to 
enable  the  prescribed  to  indicate  the 
number  of  days'  treatment  required.  It  is 
expected  that  the  words  "chemist's  pack 
endorsement"  will  be  changed  to  "phar- 
macist's pack  endorsement"  and  more 
space  will  be  allocated  to  this  section.  The 
words  "Property  of  the  Family  Practitioner 
Committee"  will  appear  on  the  back  but 
the  individual  FPC  will  not  be  named. 


The  relevant  parts  of  the  White  Paper 
entitled  "Our  Changing  Democracy — 
Devolution  to  Scotland  and  Wales"  was 
considered.  It  was  understood  that  the 
general  negotiating  functions,  such  as  NHS 
remuneration  and  the  terms  of  service 
would  continue  to  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  Negotiating  Committee. 

Following  an  approach  by  Markon,  a 
market  research  organisation,  seeking  to 
collect  from  pharmacists  and  to  process 
data  from  NHS  prescriptions,  the  Com- 
mittee confirmed  its  view  that  it  was  not 
in  the  interests  of  contractors  to  co-operate 
in  this  type  of  research. 

Container  costs 

A  meeting  had  been  held  on  December 
22,  between  representatives  of  the  Commit- 
tee and  officers  of  the  Department  at 
which  agreement  had  been  reached  on  the 
procedure  to  be  adopted  for  calculating 
the  increased  cost  of  containers  used 
following  the  introduction  of  child-resistant 
containers  for  solid  dose  forms  of  aspirin 
and  paracetamol  dispensed  on  forms  FP10 
at  a  date  yet  to  be  decided.  The  container 
allowance  would  be  adjusted  to  take 
appropriate  account  of  the  increased  cost 
of  containers  used. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  revised  memor- 
andum of  guidance  issued  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  agreed  by  the  NPU 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Central 
Committee  be  sent  to  secretaries  of  Area 
Chemist  Contractor  Committees  and  to 
secretaries  of  NPU  branches. 


Mallinson  House 
'decentralisation' 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  head- 
quarters and  the  Central  NHS  Committee 
staff  will  in  future  be  in  separate  premises 
as  a  result  of  a  planned  "decentralisation" 
from  Mallinson  House  at  Southgate. 

A  statement  issued  this  week  explains 
how  increasing  overheads  have  coincided 
with  the  increasing  administrative  inde- 
pendence of  the  Central  Committee  and 
the  expanding  activities  of  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd.  Space  available 
at  Southgate  is  now  inadequate  and  it  has 
become  clear  that  the  purchase  of  freehold 
premises  would  both  protect  against  future 
rent  increases  and  be  a  prudent  invest- 
ment. Moves  anticipated  are: 

□  The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  plans  to  transfer  its 
secretariat  to  Rickmansworth,  Herts,  and 
its  Central  Checking  Bureau  to  a  new 
self-contained  office  in  Southgate. 

□  ICML  and  the  NPU  Group  are  seeking 
new  freehold  offices  and  will  move  as  soon 
as  practicable. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Central  NHS 
Committee  and  ICML  offices  will  move 
within  the  next  four  to  five  months  and 
that  the  NPU  Group  will  move  in  a  year 
or  so.  Details  of  times,  new  addresses  and 
telephone  numbers  will  be  announced  as 
soon  as  they  are  known. 

Mr  Worby  interviewed 
on  pharmacy  closures 

Mr  R.  G.  Worby,  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Services  Negotiating  Committee, 
was  interviewed  on  the  BBC  radio  pro- 
gramme "PM  reports"  on  Tuesday  after- 
noon, about  pharmacy  closures.  He 
explained  reasons  for  the  21  per  cent  per 
annum  closure  rate — that  for  many  years 
pharmacies  had  been  subsidising  the  NHS 
with  their  counter  business  which  had 
been  eroded  by  supermarkets  and  that  the 
opening  of  health  centres  had  caused  im- 
portant community  pharmacies  to  become 
unviable.  He  added  that  a  scheme  to 
support  essential  small  pharmacies  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Health  and  eventually  more  money  would 
have  to  come  from  the  Government. 

Dispensing  doctors  to  get 
advance  payment  for  drugs 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed  that 
dispensing  doctors  should  receive  100  per 
cent  advance  payments  for  all  Drug  Tariff 
claims  and  for  some  capitation  fee  claims 
when  delays  occur  with  the  Prescription 
Pricing  Authority. 

The  system,  which  began  February  1,  is 
similar  to  the  one  applied  to  pharmacists. 
The  doctors  have  been  complaining 
recently  that  they  are  getting  grossly  into 
debt  and  having  to  face  high  interest  on 
overdrafts  because  payments  have  been 
delayed.  Although  the  Department  appears 
to  have  reached  a  rapid  decision  on  the 
new  system,  Dr  Michael  Wilson,  chairman 
of  the  doctor's  general  practice  sub- 
committee, told  C&D  that  the  basic  nego- 
tiations took  place  some  time  ago. 
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Trice  check'  scheme:  NPU 
adopts  neutral  attitude 


The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is 
adopting  a  neutral  attitude  on  the  price 
restraint  scheme,  which  started  operating 
at  manufacturing  level  this  week. 

An  NPU  spokesman  told  C&D  on 
Tuesday  that  they  were  informing  members 
in  neutral  terms,  giving  them  the  chance 
to  tie  in  with  Government  publicity, 
although  the  Union  had  reservations  on 
the  scheme.  There  was  little  evidence  of 
restraint  in  the  increases  of  retail  phar- 
macists' overhead  costs  such  as  fuel,  and 
the  recent  Joint  Industrial  Council  award 
— "a  direct  result  of  Government  pay 
policy" — had  added  more  than  20  per 
cent  to  the  wage  bills  of  most  members. 

However  as  multiple  retailers  would  be 
"cashing  in"  on  government  advertising  by 
using  the  scheme's  symbol — a  red  triangle 
enclosing  the  words  "price  check"  in  black 
— in  their  own  shops  and  advertisements, 
the  Union  feels  that  most  members  would 
want  to  co-operate — either  because  they 
thought  it  a  good  idea  or  they  could  not 
afford  not  to.  If  pharmacists  do  use  the 
symbol,  however  the  NPU  stresses  that  it 
should  be  used  in  a  general  way — eg 
"Get  your  price  check  goods  here" — or,  if 
used  with  goods,  to  make  sure  that  the 
specific  goods  are  part  of  1he  scheme. 

More  details  about  the  scheme,  agreed 
between  the  Government,  the  Retail 
Consortium  and  the  Confederation  of 
British  Industry,  have  come  to  light  in 
the  past  few  days — including  a  detailed 
list  of  the  medicines  likely  to  be  involved. 
The  Consortium  expect  to  formally  agree 
to  the  scheme  this  week,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Prices  expect  to  make  a  statement 
soon,  probably  next  week. 

"A  retailers'  kit"  has  been  devised — for 
issue  to  dealers  before  the  start  of  the 
scheme  at  the  retail  level  on  February  16 
— and  it  consists  of  an  explanatory  letter 
giving  the  background  to  the  scheme,  the 
logo  in  various  sizes  and  a  poster.  The 
Department  is  expected  to  set  up  an 
"information  bank"  to  deal  with  inquiries, 
from  consumers.

News  in  brief 

□  Cross  &  Herbert  Ltd's  branch  at 
Victoria  Road,  Horley,  Surrey,  was  one 
of  the  16  £10  winners  in  Agfa  Gevaert 
Ltd's  "Christmas  window"  competition.

Topical  reflections

Publicity 

Owing  to  the  vagaries  of  the  postal  service,  your  issue  of  January  24  arrived 
too  late  for  comment  on  its  contents,  but  much  of  the  material  is  still  of 
current  importance.  I  found  the  attack  on  the  Press  by  Mr  T.  P.  Astill 
(deputy  secretary,  National  Pharmaceutical  Union)  quite  extraordinary. 
Referring  to  the  Association  of  Scientific,  Technical  and  Managerial  Staffs, 
Mr  Astill  said  (p114):  "I  believe  that  the  pharmaceutical  press  has  gone 
completely  overboard.  The  Union  (ASTMS)  and  the  handful  of  retail 
pharmacists  connected  with  it  have  had  publicity  far  beyond  their 
importance".  Thereupon,  the  speaker  proceeded  to  give  the  organisation 
a  great  deal  more  publicity. 

In  the  same  issue,  the  chairman  of  the  NPU  (Mr  D.  N.  Sharpe)  is  reported 
as  discussing  ASTMS  with  the  Western  Pharmacists  Association,  and  the 
vice-chairman  of  the  NPU  (Mr  D.  Royce)  has  filled  almost  a  full  page  with  a 
lengthy  diatribe  on  the  subject.  That  the  chairman,  the  vice-chairman  and 
the  deputy  secretary  of  NPU  should  have  thought  fit  to  devote  so  much  time 
and  space  to  the  subject  suggests  that  they  may  themselves  be  in  need  of 
a  life-jacket.  One  is  left  wondering  if  the  three-pronged  attack  was  simply 
a  matter  of  coincidence. 

Display 

It  was  not  only  in  the  matter  of  ASTMS  that  Mr  Astill  seemed  to  be 
inconsistent.  He  said  "Look  along  any  high  street  and  what  do  you  see?  .  .  . 
The  same  merchandise  is  displayed  in  the  same  way  in  the  same  package 
by  Hie  same  disinterested  shelf-filler  in  a  million  identical  stores  and 
supermarkets  up  and  down  the  country  ...  I  refuse  to  believe  that  that  is 
what  the  public  wants."  But  is  not  that  precisely  what  the  Numark  marketing 
scheme  is  already  doing  with  its  symbol,  its  showcards  and  its  displays? 

What  is  the  effect  of  the  Numark  press  campaign  likely  to  be  in  Bradford? 
Its  avowed  purpose  is  to  direct  the  public  to  "your  local  NUMARK  shops." 
The  advertising,  described  to  a  branch  meeting  of  NPU  by  Mr  T.  Dallas 
(advertising  consultant  to  Independent  Chemists  Marketing  Ltd)  would,  he 
said,  need  to  be  linked  directly  with  the  products  at  point  of  sale. 
Pharmacists  would  get  supporting  display  material  and  would  be  expected 
to  "aggressively  promote"  the  whole  range  of  products  as  it  they  were 
totally  commuted  to  them."  (The  italics  are  mine).  That  strange  phrase 
surprisingly  suggests  that  some  might  not  be.  Mr  Dallas  emphasised  that 
Numark  signs  would  need  to  be  displayed  prominently,  and  so  we  get 
closer  to  "the  same  merchandise  displayed  in  the  same  way  in  the  same 
package"  .  .  .  I  note  also  that  members  of  the  scheme  might  be  called  upon 
for  a  levy  of  £20  for  the  campaign,  additional,  one  must  suppose,  to  the 
annual  levy. 

Advertising 

In  your  editorial  comment  on  the  "shrewd  move"  of  Numark  in  advertising, 
you  do  well  to  emphasise  the  need  for  self-restraint,  otherwise  "in  the  end 
restricted  titles  may  come  to  be  used  in  ways  which  even  the  most 
commercially  minded  would  deplore."  I  find  it  difficult  to  admire  the  blatant 
endeavours  to  circumvent  the  wishes  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  its 
members. 

Mr  Astill  may  state  that  the  views  expressed  over  the  Care  case  have 
brought  tears  of  mirth  and  whistles  of  incredulity  from  anyone  he  knows 
outside  pharmacy  who  has  heard  about  them.  Perhaps  so,  for  one  would 
not  expect  to  find  any  understanding  of  the  importance  of  restricted  titles 
outside  of  the  profession.  However,  one  might  have  expected  it  from 
someone  within  the  profession.

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Aids  for  the 
handicapped 


The  Honourable  Alfred  Morris  MP,  Minister  for  the 
Disabled,  explains  in  the  introduction  below  that 
pharmacists  can  play  an  important  role  in  improving 
the  well-being  of  handicapped  people.  On  pi  66  two 
pharmacists  describe  how  they  have  specialised  in 
aids  for  the  disabled  and  the  final  section  outlines 
the  type  of  equipment  available,  with  suppliers. 


I  very  much  welcome  this  important 
feature,  which  I  know  will  be  of  enduring 
help  to  handicapped  people.  The  field  of 
aids,  appliances  and  equipment  for  the 
handicapped  is  a  wide  one,  ranging  from 
simple  items,  such  as  special  cutlery,  to 
sophisticated  environmental  control  equip- 
ment. The  source  of  supply  of  the  aids 
depends  largely  upon  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  required  and  the  circum- 
stances in  which  the  need  for  them  arises. 

All  pharmacists  are  aware  that  the  Drug 
Tariff  only  permits  supply  of  this  ap- 
pliances listed  in  Part  IV  against  the  NHS 
prescription  of  a  doctor  and  includes  only 
litems  that  patients  can  be  expected  to  use 
without  professional  help.  Similarly,  the 
Drug  Tariff  does  not  include  nursing  aids. 

NHS  supply 

Items  which  a  doctor  cannot  prescribe 
Ion  Form  FP10  and  its  variants  but  which 
(he  regards  as  essential  for  medical  treat- 
iment,  or  which  a  nurse  recommends  in  the 
course  of  nursing  care  at  home,  will 
usually  be  available  under  the  National 
Health  Service  through  a  hospital,  the  area 
health  authority  or  an  artificial  limb  and 
appliance  centre.  Aids  required  for  educa- 
tion or  employment  purposes  may  be 
provided  by  local  education  authorities  or 
by  the  Employment  Services  Agency 
respectively,  while  those  required  for  the 
increased  comfort  or  self-care  of  a  dis- 
abled person  may  be  provided  by  the  local 
social  services  authority  or  by  voluntary 
societies  such  as  the  Red  Cross. 

A  great  many  aids,  particularly  those 
required  for  clear  medical  or  nursing 
reasons  or  in  cases  of  established  need,  are 
provided  free  on  loan.  In  some  situations 
it  may.  however,  be  necessary  to  ask  the 
disabled  person  to  make  a  contribution 
towards  the  cost  or  to  purchase  the  item 
themselves. 

It  is  essential  that  the  most  appropriate 
aid  should  be  supplied  to  meet  the  need 
in  each  individual  case — artificial  limbs, 
calipers  and  surgical  appliances  require 
specialist  medical  recommendation  and  sur- 
veillance and  must  continue  to  be  supplied 
through  NHS  hospitals.  At  the  other  end 
of  the  scale,  in  the  field  of  aids  to  daily 
living,   advice   from   doctors,   nurses  or 


members  of  the  remedial  professions  who 
are  familiar  with  the  degree  of  need  and  of 
rhe  social  environment  of  the  person  con- 
cerned, is  often  beneficial. 

The  past  few  years  have  been  a  period 
of  remarkable  innovation  in  the  field  of 
aids  for  the  disabled.  A  wide  diversity  of 
items  helpful  to  handicapped  people  in 
daily  living,  many  of  which  are  also  useful 
for  the  general  public,  are  available  for 
private  purchase.  And  it  is  probably  here 
that  pharmacists  can  make  their  most 
effective  contribution. 

They  can  help  with  guidance  in  making 
private  purchases,  which  are  likely  to  arise 
most  frequently  in  the  field  of  the  simpler, 
less  expensive  aids  not  requiring  specialist 
medical  recommendation  but  which  can 
nevertheless  make  a  great  deal  of  difference 
to  a  disabled  person  trying  to  cope  with 
the  problems  of  everyday  living.  By  stock- 
ing or  agreeing  to  obtain  such  items  as 
non-spill  cups,  feeding  cups,  shaped  straws, 
special  handles  for  cutlery  and  aids  to 
dressing,  pharmacists  can  provide  a  most 
valuable  service. 

Department's  assistance 

My  own  Department  is  deeply  aware  of 
the  need  to  make  available  reliable  infor- 
mation about  aids  of  all  kinds.  Financial 
assistance  is  given  to  the  Disabled  Living 
Foundation  which  collects,  stores  and 
distributes  up-to-date  details  of  all  avail- 
able aids  of  benefit  to  handicapped  people. 
This  service  is  widely  used  by  those  who 
are  professionally  or  personally  concerned 
with  the  disabled.* 

My  department  finances,  too,  the  publi- 
cation of  "Equipment  for  the  Disabled". 
This  publication,  a  series  of  ten  illustrated 
booklets  compiled  by  Mary  Marlborough 
Lodge  in  Oxford,  was  originally  supported 
by  the  National  Fund  for  Research  into 
Crippling  Diseases.  Each  of  the  booklets 
contains  information  on  items  that  have 
been  assessed  in  use  with  disabled  people 
or  subjected  to  a  clinical  evaluation.* 

"Help  for  Handicapped  People"  is  a 
booklet  my  Department  itself  produces.  It 
is  available  free  of  charge  from  any  social 
security  office  or  local  authority  social 
services  department.  The  booklet  describes 
in  simple  terms,  the  main  benefits  and  ser- 


vices available  in  England  and  Wales  and 
explains  where  to  obtain  further  infor- 
mation and  help.  A  leaflet  entitled  "Aids 
for  the  Disabled"  will  also  shortly  be 
available  free  of  charge  from  our  London 
headquarters  at  Alexander  Fleming  House, 
Elephant  and  Castle,  London  SE1  6BY. 

The  sympathetic  way  pharmacists  advise 
patients  with  problems  is  well  known  and 
is  of  special  value  to  handicapped  people. 
I  am  asking  my  officials  to  explore  with 
the  profession  how  greater  use  might  be 
made  of  the  pharmacist's  training  and 
availability  in  bringing  relevant  services  to 
the  attention  of  the  handicapped. 

In  the  meantime,  I  am  most  appreciative 
of  the  interest  shown  by  pharmacists  in 
my  special  field.  I  shall  be  glad  to  have 
all  the  help  they  can  give  in  guiding  more 
and  more  handicapped  people  towards  the 
aids  and  services  most  suited  to  their 
needs.  My  aim,  as  the  first  Minister  for 
the  Disabled,  is  to  improve  both  the  wel- 
fare and  status  of  handicapped  people  in 
contemporary  society.  I  rejoice  that 
pharmacists,  with  others  from  every  walk 
of  life,  are  proving  themselves  as  ready 
and  willing  to  join  me  in  this  endeavour.

Mr  Alfred  Morris  was  appointed 
Parliamentary  Undersecretary  of  State, 
Department  of  Health,  with  special 
responsibility  for  the  disabled,  following 
the  return  to  power  of  the  Labour  Party 
in  February  1974.  He  has  been  Labour 
and  Co-operative  MP  for  Manchester 
(Wythenshawe)  since  1974.  As  a  private 
member,  Mr  Morris  promoted  the 
Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons 
Act  1970,  a  wide-reaching  Act  designed 
to  help  these  people  live  as  normal  a 
life  as  possible

Pharmacies 
can  help  . . . 


At  present  few  pharmacists  specialise  in 
supplying  aids  for  the  handicapped,  but 
one  who  is  particularly  enthusiastic  about 
the  idea  is  Mr  David  Sharpe,  chairman  of 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council. 

"A  pharmacy,  as  a  centre  for  health 
needs,  is  the  most  obvious  source  for  such 
items,"  he  believes.  He  runs  a  highly  suc- 
cessful section  of  aids  for  the  disabled  in 
his  north  London  pharmacy,  the  business 
itself  being  divided  into  two  completely 
separate  areas — a  "professional,"  health- 
orientated  area  and  one  for  toiletries. 

The  business,  Cory  Brothers,  was  an  old- 
established  company  situated  opposite  the 
Middlesex  Hospital  and  had  already  built 
up  a  considerable  trade  in  surgical  equip- 
ment when  Mr  Sharpe  and  his  partner 
bought  it  in  1969.  When  the  pharmacy 
was  transferred  to  its  present  site  in 
Finchley,  they  had  to  decide  whether  to 
continue  with  the  surgical  goods  or 
whether  to  expand  into  "stationery  and 
what  are  often  called  the  irrelevant  parts 
of  pharmacy." 

Mr  Sharpe  is  pleased  they  opted  for  the 
surgical  side.  "The  space  devoted  to  this 
equipment  has  been  worth  its  weight  in 
gold  for  the  professional  image  and  clini- 
cal atmosphere  it  creates",  he  says.  Not 
only  has  the  surgical  department  flourished, 
but  the  whole  of  the  business  has  bene- 
fited— even  in  the  face  of  competition  from 
two  cut-price  drug  stores  down  the  road. 

Basic  stocks 

Basic  stocks  need  not  tie  up  large 
amounts  of  capital  or  space.  He  has  a 
dozen  wheelchairs  including  six  for  hire 
at  £4  50  a  week,  which  he  deducts  from 
the  price  if  the  patient  subsequently  de- 
cides to  buy.  Although  new  wheelchairs 
usually  cost  between  £60-£80,  many  in- 
valids are  prepared  to  buy  their  own  in 
preference  to  hiring  them  from  the  volun- 
tary services. 

On  display  are  three  main  types  of 
wheelchair:  one  with  pneumatic-tyred  rear 
wheels  and  castor  front  wheels  for  easy 
manoeuvrability  both  indoors  and  out- 
doors, one  with  four  pneumatic  tyres  for 
a  smooth  ride  outdoors,  and  the  third  is 
the  self-propelling  chair — some  of  which 
have  pneumatic  tyres — but  Mr  Sharpe 
thinks  these  have  a  limited  use  as  few 
people  want  to  propel  themselves  for  long 
distances  outside. 

The  greatest  demand  for  wheelchairs  is 
in  the  summer  months  with  another  peak 
for  hiring  in  January-March  for  the  unfor- 
tunate results  of  ski-ing  holidays! 

Mr  Sharpe  also  hires  commodes,  at  £3  50 
a  week,  and  stocks  three  main  models 


ranging  from  £14  to  £33  and  manufac- 
tured in  wickerwork,  wood  and  a  third  in 
vinyl  with  chrome  supports.  Customers 
usually  prefer  these  items  to  resemble 
furniture  as  closely  as  possible. 

Other  items  he  stocks  are  aids  to  help 
people  get  in  and  out  of  the  bath,  bath 
mats  and  seats,  toilet  aids,  back  rests  and 
tables  for  bed-ridden  patients,  bedpans 
and  a  substantial  range  of  incontinence 
equipment  including  pads,  pants  and  rub- 
ber sheets.  He  was  surprised  at  the  number 
of  walking  sticks  sold — "They  have  almost 
become  an  impulse  purchase" — but  he 
sells  few  crutches  although  he  keeps  half 
a  dozen  in  stock.  Feeding  cups  and  glass 
straws  are  also  quite  popular. 


A  pre-registration  training  in  David 
Sharpe's  pharmacy  inspired  Dick  Hazle- 
hurst  to  set  up  a  surgical  section  when  he 
started  work  in  his  father's  business  on 
qualifying  in  1971. 

Dick  and  his  pharmacist  mother  and 
father,  the  partners  of  E.  &  M.  Hazlehurst 
Ltd,  in  the  Bradford  suburb  of  Heaton, 
agree  that  the  value  of  specialising  in  aids 
for  the  handicapped  lies  in  the  professional 
image  it  creates. 

In  1971  the  company  chose  this  diversifi- 
cation as  an  alternative  to  the  photo- 
graphic department  which  had  been  losing 
ground  over  the  years  since  the  abolition 
of  resale  price  maintenance.  The  business 
is  divided  into  two  sections — a  cosmetics/ 
toiletries  side  and  a  "professional"  side 
where  surgical  goods  and  OTC  medicines 
are  displayed,  and  prescriptions  handed  in. 

When  they  started  with  invalid  aids,  the 
Hazlehursts  chose  the  basic  stock  by 
almost  random  selection  from  catalogues: 
"It  was  quite  exciting  because  we  had  little 
idea  of  what  would  sell  and  what  wouldn't. 
In  fact  we  still  have  one  item  in  stock  from 
the  original  order  five  years  ago." 

Like  many  perfume  houses,  some  manu- 
facturers of  surgical  equipment — wheel- 
chairs, walking  aids,  commodes,  etc — will 
only  supply  to  a  limited  number  of  agents 
in  a  particular  area,  but  the  range  of  pro- 
ducts available  is  such  that  one  agency  is 
sufficient  to  cover  most  basic  needs.  The 
main  problem  with  suppliers  is  delivery 
time:  "One  well-known  manufacturer  regu- 
larly quotes  6-8  weeks  for  delivery  and 
then  takes  up  to  6-8  months,  causing  ill- 
will  on  all  sides  and  doing  himself  more 
harm  than  good  in  our  eyes."  Dick  adds. 

It  is  difficult  to  decide  which  wheel- 
chairs to  stock  out  of  the  vast  number 
available:  "The  one  which  Mrs  Bloggs 
wants  is  bound  to  be  the  one  you  sold  last 


One  problem  he  has  experienced  is  the 
time  taken  to  obtain  certain  items.  He 
once  tried  to  get  a  special  wheelchair  for  a 
22-stone  man  with  a  broken  leg  and  found 
it  would  have  taken  six  months,  by  which 
time  the  man  would  have  recovered! 

When  it  was  suggested  to  him  that  the 
scope  for  pharmacists  was  limited  in  such 
a  specialised  field,  Mr  Sharpe  agreed  that 
there  was  only  room  for  one  outlet  in  a 
particular  area.  His  own  venture  has  been 
successful  with  next  to  no  advertising  but 
with  constant  window  and  shop  display 
and  recommendation  of  the  public  and 
the  medical  profession. 

He  believes  he  is  offering  an  important 
service:  "If  you  broke  a  leg  and  needed 
a  walking  stick,  or  had  an  aged  grand- 
mother who  needed  a  special  home  aid, 
most  of  your  friends  would  be  unable  to 
tell  you  where  to  get  them  from.  How- 
ever, ask  anyone  where  they  would  buy 
a  bedpan  or  urinal  and  they  would  say  'a 
pharmacy'.  Many  aids  for  invalids — com- 
modes for  example — are  just  a  logical 
extension  of  these  items." 

"Of  course,  diversification  is  always  a 
gamble,"  he  adds.  "We  could  easily  have 
put  racks  of  greeting-cards  in  the  same 
place  but  decided  not  to  because  we 
genuinely  felt  that  invalid  aids  were  more 
relevant  to  a  pharmacy  which  is  always 
considered  a  centre  for  health  needs." 


week."  There  are  two  main  types — the  self- 
propelled  ones  which  have  large  back 
wheels  and  the  attendant-propelled  ones 
which  have  small  back  wheels.  Most 
people  seem  to  want  chairs  for  outdoor 
use;  those  with  small  castor  wheels  at  the 
front  are  only  suitable  for  indoors,  as  the 
wheels  tend  to  catch  on  rough  surfaces 
when  used  outside.  Pneumatic  tyres  give 
a  softer  ride  but  tend  to  drag  on  carpets. 
Some  models  have  detachable  footrests, 
useful  when  the  chair  has  to  be  folded  into 
a  car,  and  the  lightweight  models  are  all 
very  popular.  There  is  no  market  for  child- 
ren's models  as  these  are  almost  always 
supplied  by  the  health  services. 

"We  have  to  be  very  sensitive  to  the 
feelings  of  the  patient,"  Dick  continues. 
"There  is  a  tendency  towards  resentment  of 
what  a  wheelchair  means — they  are  seen 
by  some  as  a  sign  of  growing  old  and 
helpless,  but  by  others  as  the  answer  to  all 
their  problems.  In  fact,  they  are  neither! 
But  you  must  be  prepared  to  take  the 
equipment  to  patients'  homes  and  find  out 
exactly  what  their  requirements  are  and 
how  best  you  can  help  them.  It  gives  us  a 
sense  of  perspective  and  makes  us  realise 
how  lucky  we  are  to  have  good  health  and 
how  much  we  take  it  for  granted." 

The  Hazlehursts  hire  out  wheelchairs  at 
£3  a  week  and  a  £10-£15  deposit — a  charge 
based  on  recovering  the  retail  price  in  20 
weeks  of  hire  which  usually  takes  some 
18  months.  Four  or  five  are  available  for 
hire — too  many  in  the  winter  when  few 
people  want  them  and  they  take  up  a  lot 
of  storage  space,  but  too  few  in  the  sum- 
mer when  they  could  hire  up  to  a  dozen 
at  a  time. 

They  also  hire  out  commodes  for  £1-50 
a  week.  These  are  not  subject  to  the  same 
degree  of  wear  as  wheelchairs  and  so  can 
still  look  new  after  a  long  hire.  The  hiring

stock  varies,  rising  to  six  and  dwindling 
to  two  as  people  decide  to  buy.  It  is  not 
worthwhile  hiring  out  other,  cheaper 
equipment. 

Other  items  stocked  are  walking  sticks, 
walking  frames,  bedpans,  urinals,  reaching 
aids,  bed  cradles,  bath  and  toilet  seats  and 
rails,  backrests,  bedsore  protectors,  feed- 
ing cups  and  special  tablewear.  Finding 
information  is  often  difficult  as  this  field 
falls  outside  the  scope  of  the  NPU  infor- 
mation service,  but  the  Disabled  Living 
Foundation  (see  below)  is  a  mine  of  useful 
(information  for  the  many  queries  patients 
jhave,  and  the  Hazlehursts  find  it  well 
worth  the  annual  subscription.  One 
essential  requirement  for  any  such  depart- 
ment is  ample  seating  accommodation. 

They  have  had  forms  printed  to  hand 
to  patients  explaining  that  wheelchairs 
jmay  be  supplied  at  the  zero  rate  of  VAT 
to  chronically  sick  or  disabled  people  on 
i  the  order  of  a  medical  practitioner.  Other 
!  forms  are  available  for  patients  needing 
commodes  to  fill  in  themselves  as  a 
declaration  that  they  are  eligible  for  VAT 
zero  rated  supply. 

The  best  publicity  comes  from  a  con- 
tinuous display  of  wheelchairs  in  the 
window,  particularly  as  the  pharmacy  is 
on  a  main  road.  Several  customers  come 
in  saying,  "I  drive  past  every  day  and  have 
seen  your  wheelchairs  in  the  window." 
The  Hazlehursts  once  had  two  10-second 
"spots"  on  Yorkshire  television  to  adver- 
tise the  service,  with  a  slide  and  "voice- 
over",  and  have  also  advertised  in  the 
local  Press  but  as  neither  of  these  has 
been  very  successful  they  still  feel  that 
the  window  display  is  the  best  value. 

Dick  feels  that  the  traditional  "corner 
shop"  pharmacy  has  a  limited  life.  "The 
kind  of  compromise  we've  seen  for  genera- 
tions won't  last  much  longer,  and  whether 
we  like  it  or  not,  progress  must  now  lie 
in  either  increased  specialisation  or  in 
more  aggressive  marketing.  But"  he  adds, 
"there  is  only  scope  for  one  pharmacy  in 
a  particular  area  to  specialise  in  this  way. 
The  total  business  available  in  this  field 
is,  naturally,  very  little  and,  if  it  had  to 
be  spread  between  two  or  three  of  us, 
no-one  would  make  much  of  a  livelihood 
from  it."

Nonproprietary  Names  for  Pharmaceu- 
tical Substances — 20th  Report  of  WHO 
Expert  Committee 

World  Health  Organisation,  Technical 
Report  Series  No  581  (HM  Stationery 
Office).  7|  x  5iin.  Pp  33.  £120. 
The  Expert  Committee  recently  reviewed 
the  general  principles  for  devising,  and 
procedures  for  selecting,  international 
nonproprietary  names  in  the  light  of 
developments  in  pharmaceutical  com- 
pounds in  recent  years.  The  most  sig- 
nificant recent  change  has  been  the  exten- 
sion, into  the  naming  of  synthetic  chemi- 
cal substances,  of  the  practice  previously 
used  for  substances  derived  from  natural 
products;  that  involves  employing  a 
characteristic  "stem"  indicative  of  a  com- 
mon property  of  the  members  of  a  group. 
The  book  discusses  the  reasons  for  the 
changes  and  their  implications,  and  re- 
ports the  intention  to  revise  the  nomencla- 
ture of  individual  members  of  polymeric 
series.

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Pharmaceutical  Society  Scottish  Executive 


Scottish  general  meeting 
to  discuss  devolution 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Scottish 
Department  has  come  out  against  a 
separate  Scottish  Society — and  is  to  pro- 
pose a  motion  that  "the  powers  of  the 
Society  in  Scotland  should  not  be  de- 
volved any  further"  at  this  year's  Scottish 
annual  meeting. 

The  Executive  took  that  decision  at  its 
meeting  last  month,  after  adopting  the 
report  of  the  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee's special  meeting  on  the  devolution 
White  Paper.  That  meeting  was  held  in 
December,  before  the  Society's  Council 
decided  against  a  separate  Scottish 
Society  (C&D,  January  17,  p64).  The 
Executive  agreed  to  write  to  the  Scottish 
Office,  to  give  its  views  on  the  White 
Paper,  incorporating  the  observations 
expressed  by  the  Committee. 

The  letter  states  the  Executive  decided 
unanimously  that  it  wished  pharmacy  to 
remain  as  a  united  profession  within 
Great  Britain  and  that  all  the  Society's 
statutory  rights  and  responsibilities  of 
registration  and  enforcement  should  con- 
tinue to  be  exercised  on  a  British  national 
basis.  "It  sees  no  advantage  whatsoever, 


in  the  interests  of  the  public  or  profession, 
for  separate  Scottish  legislation  in  this 
matter  and  would  oppose  any  provisions 
which  made  such  legislation  possible." 

The  letter  welcomed  the  document's 
proposals  about  health  "as  they  would 
allow  the  operation  of  the  health  service 
in  Scotland  to  be  adapted  more  readily  to 
take  into  account  the  special  circum- 
stances which  apply  there.  It  was  assumed 
that  any  projected  new  legislation  affect- 
ing pharmacy  practice  in  Scotland  would 
be  the  subject  of  consultation  between 
the  Scottish  administration  and  the 
Society's  Scottish  Department. 

The  letter  went  on  that  the  Executive 
agreed  there  should  be  no  separate  legis- 
lation in  such  areas  as  "dangerous  drugs 
and  poisons".  It  noted  that  the  continua- 
tion of  the  Lord  Advocate's  position  re- 
garding criminal  law  would  mean  that 
prosecutions  in  Scotland  initiated  by  the 
Society  would  still  be  referred  to  the 
Crown  Office — a  procedure  that  had 
worked  satisfactorily  in  the  past. 

Other  points  in  the  letter  included:  the 
White  Paper  proposal  that  the  Scottish 


administration  should  be  responsible  for 
all  further  and  higher  education — includ- 
ing presumably  the  Council  for  National 
Academic  Awards — but  not  for  the  uni- 
versities appears  to  be  anomalous;  no 
advantage  could  be  seen  in  delegation  of 
legislation  about  general  standards  relating 
to  statutory  standards  of  marketing, 
composition,  labelling  and  performance  of 
medicines  and  drugs;  it  would  be  impor- 
tant for  chief  administrative  pharma- 
ceutical officers  to  have  formal  represen- 
tation in  any  negotiations  which  affect 
them,  and  it  would  be  contrary  to  the 
public  interest  to  have  differences  in  the 
provision  of  abortion  facilities  in  Scot- 
land, as  it  would  inevitably  encourage 
cross-border  traffic. 

Proposed  prescription  form 

The  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Depart- 
ment requested  the  Executive's  comments 
on  proposed  redesigned  prescription  forms 
FP10  and  FP10  RPB;  the  major  change 
would  be  the  inclusion  of  a  "box"  on  the 
form  where  the  doctor  could  indicate  the 
number  of  days'  treatment  required.  The 
resident  secretary,  in  consultation  with 
the  chairman,  had  indicated  approval  and 
proposed  a  few  additional  amendments. 
The  Executive  discussed  the  question  of 
the  use  of  "chemist"  on  the  form  and  the 
president  felt  it  should  be  replaced  by 
"pharmacy"  or  "pharmacist"  as  appro- 
priate, in  line  with  recommendations 
made  by  Council.  The  Executive  agreed 
to  that,  and  felt  that,  for  FP10  RBP 
forms,  hospital  department  should  be  in- 
cluded as  well  as  the  doctor's  name  being 
in  block  letters  under  his  signature. 
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No  further  action  is  to  be  taken  over 
the  proposal  for  doctor's  telephone  num- 
bers to  appear  on  prescriptions  as  it 
appeared  there  were  few  problems  in 
obtaining  the  numbers.  However,  the 
Executive  considered  the  British  Medical 
Association's  obiections  to  the  idea  were 
not  well  founded  and  that  it  would  be  a 
suitable  matter  to  take  up  again  with 
the  BMA. 

Miss  E.  A.  Meikle,  who  was  recently 
elected  chairman  of  the  National  Con- 
sultative Committee  for  Pharmacy,  re- 
ported that  the  Scottish  Health  Services 
Planning  Council  had  approved  the  for- 
mation of  a  working  party  to  review 
general  practice  pharmacy  in  Scotland. 
The  working  party  would  include  repre- 
sentatives of  the  public  interest  as  well  as 
relevant  professional  interests  and  report 
through  the  Consultative  Committee  to 
the  Council  in  due  course.  Mr  Roxburgh 
commented  that  the  representation  of  lay 
interests  had  to  be  seen  to  be  adequate. 

The  Executive  agreed  with  a  proposal 
that  half  the  National  Committee  should 
retire  in  the  near  future,  rather  than  the 
entire  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  three- 
year  period,  with  retiring  members  eligible 
for  re-nomination.  It  was  noted  that  Mr 
J.  G.  Davies,  northern  area  director, 
Boots  Ltd,  had  been  co-opted  in  place  of 
Mr  J.  I.  Thomson  who  had  retired  as 
Scottish  area  director;  and  Mr  J.  Stewart 
replaced  Mr  Grosset.  Mr  D.  C.  Mair  is 
currently  vice-chairman. 

Health  centre  advice 

The  Executive  approved  the  proposal 
that  an  advice  centre  be  established 
jointly  between  the  secretariats  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Council  (Scot- 
land) and  the  Department  to  help  pharma- 
cists who  were  affected  by  health  centre 
development;  it  was  confirmed  that  such 
a  centre  would  not  prejudice  the  holding 
of  future  meetings  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Health  Centres.  The  recent 
meeting  of  chairmen  of  area  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  considered  that  the 
Society  should  take  the  initiative  in  pro- 
viding information  on  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices to  local  health  councils  and  that  an 
exnlanatory  document  be  produced  by  the 
offce  and  circulated  to  area  committees. 

Other  matters  discussed  by  the  Executive 
included: 

□  Dr  M.  S.  Parker  had  ceased  to  be 
eligible  for  Executive  membership  as  he 
was  no  longer  resident  in  Scotland;  how- 
ever, as  he  was  due  to  retire  from  t'~2 
Executive  in  June  in  any  case,  no  co- 
option  is  to  be  made. 

□  The  revised  model  dru<?  testing  scheme 
had  been  approved  by  all  ma;or  health 
boards  with  the  exception  of  Tayside 
which  did  not  approve  the  referral  of 
I  adverse  reports  direct  to  the  chairman  of 
the  service  committee. 

j  □  The  working  party  on  a  new  phar- 
jmacy  technicians  course  should  have 
completed  its  work  l.y  the  end  of  last 
month  but  it  is  improbable  that  any  new 
course  couid  come  into  operation  before 
October  1977. 

□  The  chairman  and  president's  reception 
is  to  be  held  on  April  13;  while  accepting 
the  need  for  economy,  the  Executive  did 
not  feel  the  gue;t  list  could  be  curtailed 
without  detriment  to  the  value  of  the 
occasion. 


Liverpool  to 
study  small 
shops  decline 

Help  and  advice  on  how  to  stop  the  de- 
cline in  the  number  of  small  shops  is 
being  sought  by  the  Liverpool  planning 
department  from  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  and  other  associations. 

The  department  is  concerned  that  the 
decline  in  the  number  of  small  shops 
threatens  to  leave  many  residents  without 
adequate  shopping  facilities.  Reduced 
rents  for  council-owned  shop  premises  and 
local  authority  trading  will  be  among  the 
possible  solutions  considered  in  a  special 
study  of  the  problem  by  the  department. 
The  study  follows  a  motion  by  two  Liver- 
pool City  Councillors — Councillors  R. 
Kemp  and  C.  Hutchinson — who  said  that 
continual  closure  of  small  shops  was 
damaging  the  fabric  of  the  communities. 

A  report  by  the  city  planning  officer 
states  that  throughout  the  city  there  was 
evidence  of  the  decline  of  the  local  shop, 
both  the  isolated  corner  shop  and  those  in 
shopping  streets.  "However,  decline  has 
not  been  happening  in  a  rational  manner 
and  there  is  a  need  for  a  more  compre- 
hensive policy  of  planning  decline.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  identify  where  the  loss  of 
local  shops  is  a  problem." 

Apart  from  housing  clearance,  the  re- 
port suggests  reduced  profit  margins,  the 
growth  of  supermarkets,  high  rents,  migra- 
tion of  young  families  to  the  suburbs,  and 
planning  blight  as  causes  of  the  reduc- 
tion. "Another  problem  lies  in  the  Lug 
hours  required  to  run  a  small  shop. 
Fewer  and  fewer  young  peic  ;;is  are  re- 
placing the  shopkeeper  un  retirement, 
especially  in  certain  '.;ades,  eg  chemists 
and  butchers,"  the  leporl  added. 

Reduction  i:i  rents  of  council-owned 
shops,  c'nc~.  :c3  in  the  council's  letting 
policy,  special  measures  to  reduce  vandal- 
ism, and  municipally-owned  shops,  are  to 
be  considered  as  possible  solutions  during 
t'.-.e  study,  a  planning  department  spokes- 
man said.  The  department  is  also  examin- 
ing the  possibility  of  building  special 
shops  on  new  business  estates  that  can  be 
easily  converted  1o  houses,  if  necessary. 

The  spokesman  warned,  however,  that 
all  these  measures,  especially  "municipal- 
isation",  would  require  heavy  expenditure 
at  a  time  when  the  council  was  endeavour- 
ing to  cut  costs.  An  approach  to  centra! 
government  to  extend  the  principle  of  im- 
provement grants  to  small  shoj"s  with 
residential  accommodation  above  may  be 
made.  Currently,  only  houses  arj  eligible. 

German  health  agrp.emerf: 

Self-employed  and  non-employed  peop'e 
visiting  West  Germany  are  eligib'e  for 
medical  treatment  from  last  Sunday  under 
a  health  agreement  with  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany. 

Mrs  Barbara  Castle,  Secretary  of  Sta  '3 


for  Social  Services,  announced  in  the 
Commons  last  week  that  the  agreement 
between  Britain  and  West  Germany  was 
ratified  last  month  and  was  to  come  into 
effect  on  February  1.  Self-employed  and 
non-employed  visitors,  together  with  their 
dependents  will  receive  treatment  on  the 
same  basis  as  the  Germans  themselves ; 
their  treatment  wil  be  free  with  a  small 
rixed  charge  for  any  medicine  prescribed, 
provided  that  they  obtain  a  special 
certificate  of  entitlement  to  give  to  the 
German  sickness  insurance  authorities. 

The  procedure  for  obtaining  treatment 
in  West  Germany  is  described  in  leaflet 
SA28,  "Medical  Treatment  for  Holiday 
Makers  and  other  Temporary  Visitors  to 
Countries  of  The  European  Economic 
Community".  Applications  for  the  certific- 
ate should  be  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Health,  Overseas  Group,  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  NE98  1YX,  using  form  CM1- 
amended  as  appropriate — which  can  be 
obtain  from  the  Department's  local  offices. 

Consumers  asked  to  weigh 
up  aerosol  advantages 

Whatever  the  final  outcome  of  the  current 
investigation  into  the  environmental  safety 
of  fluorocarbon  propellants,  this  week's 
Which?  advises  consumers  to  consider 
carefully  the  advantages  of  buying  aero- 
sols and  the  price  they  pay  for  them. 

The  magazine  found  that,  although 
aerosols  are  not  necessarily  the  most 
expensive  way  of  buying  a  parrcular  pro- 
duct, where  different  forms  of  packaging 
could  be  compared  within  the  same  brand, 
"then  the  aerosol  is  almost  invariably  the 
more  expensive."  Advising  weighing  up 
the  prescntn'ion's  advantages,  the  article 
states:  "With  some  products  like  hair- 
spravs  the  convenience  advantage  of  using 
?crosols  will  be  considerable;  with  others, 
!:ke  shampoos  for  instance,  there  seems 
little  point  in  paying  any  extra  cost. 

Which?  hopes  that  research  evidence  on 
whether  fluorocarbon  propellants  do  harm 
the  atmosphere  will  be  available  in  a  year 
or  two  and  "it  seems  unlikely  that  in  this 
period  of  time  the  environment  will  be 
seriously  damaged."  A  full-scale  switch  to 
the  other  commonly  used  class  of  propel- 
lants, hydrocarbons,  might  involve  a  large 
increase  in  fire  risks ;  "However,  there  is 
no  doubt  that,  with  proper  development, 
there  are  adequate  substitutes  for  fluoro- 
carbon propellants,  if  we  need  them." 

Still  more  candidates 
than  pharmacy  places 

Pharmacy  is  still  one  of  the  university 
courses  for  which  there  are  more  appar- 
ently suitable  candidates  than  places 
according  to  the  Universities  Central 
Council  on  Admissions  13th  report  1974- 
75.  But  chances  of  being  accepted  in  the 
"medicine,  dentistry  and  health"  category 
have  improved  from  28  7  per  cent  in  1974 
to  301  per  cent  in  1975. 

A  total  of  2,679  candidates  out  of  the 
131,478  applying  for  admission  through 
UCCA  put  pharmacy  as  their  first  choice 
for  October  1975  (2.638  in  1974)  and  1,705 
were  accepted.  A  further  112  were  accep- 
ted for  pharmacy  but  had  preferred 
another  subject. 
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Vtestminster 
report 

Society  and  l\IPU  petition 
against  'trading'  Bill 

Both  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  have 
petitioned  against  the  West  Midlands 
County  Council  Bill. 

The  Society's  petition  alleges  that  the 
interests  of  its  members  in  business  in  the 
county  and  of  the  profession  generally 
would  be  "injuriously  affected"  by  those 
provisions  of  the  Bill  which  would  allow 
district  councils  to  indulge  in  trading 
activities.  The  objections  are: 

□  That  the  existing  powers  of  the  local 
authorities  in  the  county  are  ample. 

□  Granting  of  further  powers  would 
constitute  an  unjustifiable  extension  of  the 
functions  of  local  authorities  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  public  interest. 

□  Local  authorities  within  the  county 
may  seek  to  establish  pharmacies  in  those 
areas  where  the  demand  for  pharma- 
ceutical products  together  with  chemists' 
goods  generally  does  not  warrant  their 
establishment  by  private  commercial  in- 
terests. Pharmacies  may  be  opened  in  low 
demand  areas  without  proper  regard  to 
the  economic  effect  on  existing  pharmacies 
nearby  which  may  themselves  already  be 
operating  on  a  low  margin  of  profit- 
ability. These  existing  pharmacies  may  be 
forced  out  of  business  thereby  reducing 
the  total  availability  of  pharmaceutical 
services.  And  private  interests  may  be  de- 
terred from  opening  pharmacies  that 
would  otherwise  be  opened. 

□  The  local  authorities'  scarce  financial 
resources  would  be  much  better  employed 
in  developing  prescription  collection  and 
delivery  services  in  connection  with 
existing  pharmacies. 

□  Local  authorities  may  open  pharmacies 
in  areas  where  they  can  only  be  justified 
by  heavy  reliance  on  the  sale  of  un- 
restricted medicines.  Such  a  post  would 
not  be  greatly  attractive  to  a  qualified 
pharmacist  and  would  be  wasteful  of  his 
abilities. 

□  The  fact  that  there  is  no  obligation 
on  a  local  authority  to  make  an  economic, 
or,  indeed,  any  charge  for  the  proposed 
services  would  constitute  unfair  inter- 
ference with  the  business  of  the  Society's 
members. 

□  The  Department  of  Health  has  powers 
under  the  National  Health  Services  Act 
1973  to  conduct  pharmacies,  powers 
which  have  not  yet  been  exercised. 

The  petition  from  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  has  been  submitted  jointly 
with  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  and 
five  other  trading  organisations.  The  main 
objections  are  that  their  members  would 
suffer  a  serious  loss  of  business  and  dimi- 
nution in  value  of  their  properties  if  local 
authorities  engaged  in  rate-aided  com- 
petition; as  ratepayers  the  members  would 
be  financing  the  local  authorities  losses; 
local  authorities  would  be  able  to  form 
companies^  and    thereby    increase  their 


strength;  they  would  engage  in  activities 
subject  to  control  by  public  legislation 
which  they  themselves  would  be  able  to 
enforce. 

A  total  of  27  petitions  were  deposited  on 
January  30,  including  ones  from  the  Con- 
federation of  British  Industry  and  the 
Multiple  Shops  Federation. 

As  mentioned  last  week  (pi 26),  oppon- 
ents of  the  Bill  are  stepping  up  their 
campaign  against  it  in  the  Commons.  Five 
Conservative  MPs  from  Midlands  con- 
stituencies have  tabled  a  procedural 
motion  asking  that  the  Bill  be  read  a 
second  time  "upon  this  day  six  months" 
— a  blocking  device  which  would  have 
the  effect  of  killing  the  measure.  A  second 
motion  seeks  that  if  the  Bill  gets  a  second 
reading,  the  trading  provisions  be  deleted 
at  Committee  stage. 

MPs  seek  better  deal 
for  small  businesses 

The  House  of  Commons  last  week  agreed 
to  a  resolution  recognising  the  importance 
of  the  self-employed  and  the  small  inde- 
pendent business.  The  resolution  also 
called  on  the  Government  to  alleviate  tax 
and  other  burdens  which  threatened  their 
existence  and  to  conclude  as  quickly  as 
possible  the  reviews  of  national  insurance 
provision  for  the  self-employed. 

Opening  the  debate,  Mr  Paul  Dean 
begged  the  Government  to  include  some 
tax  relief  for  small  businesses  in  the 
Budget.  Mr  Mark  Hughes  suggested  that 
VAT  should  be  payable  on  an  annual 
basis  with  quarterly  settlements  on 
account  and  the  final  settlement  simul- 
taneous with  the  end  of  the  Inland 
Revenue  year.  If  the  UK  was  forced  into 
having  more  multiple  rates  of  VAT,  he 
suggested  that  a  single  compound  rate  for 
individual  firms  could  be  introduced. 
Other  speakers  protested  against  multi- 
rate  VAT  and  asked  for  the  VAT 
threshold  to  be  raised. 

Mr  Andrew  Welsh  said  the  Government 
should  simplify  VAT  and  consider  giving 
some  form  of  relief,  or  even  payment,  for 
the  time  spent  by  small  business  people 
in  collecting  the  tax.  He  also  pleaded  for 
some  form  of  recompense  for  the  8  per 
cent  levy  paid  by  the  self-employed  "for 
absolutely  no  benefit  whatsoever"  and 
suggested  that  a  minister  should  be  ap- 
pointed with  special  responsibility  for  the 
self-employed. 

Sir  John  Langford-Holt  mentioned  the 
ten-minute  Bill  he  hoped  to  introduce  on 
February  1 1  which  would  seek  to  exclude 
from  the  early  closing  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Acts,  firms  which  were  wholly  and 
exclusively  operated  by  their  owners.  The 
"little  man"  would  then  be  able  to  sell 
goods  that  he  owned  to  anyone  who 
wanted  to  buy,  but  as  soon  as  the  shop- 
keeper employed  someone  he  would  go 
outside  the  provisions  of  the  Bill. 

No  price  cuts  on  sanpro 

Manufacturers  of  sanitary  protection  pro- 
ducts have  discontinued  recommending 
retail  prices,  but  cannot  reduce  their 
prices,  and  are  to  remain  outside  the  price 
restraint  scheme. 

The  Price  Commission  Report  on  Sani- 
tary Protection,  published  last  September 


{C&D,  September  13,  1975,  p346)  recom- 
mended discontinuation  of  the  retail  price 
guidelines,  or,  if  that  could  not  be 
achieved,  reduction  of  prices  by  10  pei 
cent.  Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  Secretary  oi 
State  for  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection, 
told  the  Commons  last  week  that  the  four 
manufacturers  who  recommended  retail 
prices  at  the  time  of  the  report  had  told 
her  they  were  discontinuing  the  practic 
and  she  was  asking  those  responsible  fo 
the  local  price  surveys  to  consider  includ 
ing  sanitary  protection  products  in  future 
surveys. 

"My  Department  has  also  pursued  with! 
manufacturers    the    prices    which  theyl 
charge  to  distributors.  These  talks  have'J 
confirmed  the  Price  Commission  finding| 
that  the  Price  Code  had  prevented  averagel 
prices  rising  as  fast  as  costs  and  that  the! 
manufacture  of  sanitary  towels  was  not] 
an  industry  of  high  profitability.  I  have,! 
therefore,  concluded  that  there  is  no  possi-l 
bility  of  these  companies  reducing  their] 
prices  and  have  accepted  that  although 
the  companies  will  make  every  effort  to 
keep  any  price  increases  within  the  5  per 
cent  limit  of  the  price  restraint  scheme, 
cost  pressures  both  in  their  raw  material 
supplies  and  from  equal  pay  will  prevent 
their  formal  inclusion  in  the  scheme." 

As  a  result  of  discussions  with  the 
Department,  Tampax  Ltd  intend  to  main- 
tain their  prices  adopted  last  March  until 
July  when  the  price  restraint  scheme  ends. 
"Price  stability  over  a  period  of  18 
months  of  cost  increases  represents  a  com- 
mendable effort  by  the  company  to  con- 
tribute to  the  fight  against  inflation  and  to 
share  the  benefits  of  their  efficiency  with 
their  customers",  Mrs  Williams  said. 
Southalls,  the  other  manufacturer  of  tam- 
pons, had  undertaken  not  to  increase  the 
price  of  tampons  during  the  period  of  the 
price  scheme,  subject,  as  with  Tampax,  to  i 
unforeseeable  increases  in  costs. 


Not  for  us! 

As  a  retail  pharmacist,  a  former  em- 
ployee and  a  current  shareholder  of 
Westons  Pharmaceuticals  Ltd,  I  would  like 
to  voice  my  strong  opposition  to  Dixon's 
takeover  of  Westons. 

It  is  in  my  opinion,  not  in  the  interest 
of  its  employees  (to  whom  I  would 
recommend  joining  a  strong  and  effective 
union),  and  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
shareholders;  I  think  they  have  failed  to 
safeguard  our  interests  as  no  detailed  in- 
formation about  the  bidders  had  been 
circulated  before  the  Westons  board 
recommended  the  bid.  Furthermore  it  is 
not  in  the  least  interest  of  their  whole- 
sale customers  if  the  control  of  so  large 
a  pharmacy  concern  passes  to  an  outsider. 

A  united  front  should  be  formed  and 
boards  of  both  companies  left  in  no  doubt. 
Will  people  similarly  minded,  not  take  any 
steps  to  facilitate  this  takeover  and  con- 
tact me  urgently?

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Role  of  the  retailer  in  the 
counter-inflation  policy 


Lord  Redmayne,  chairman  of  the  Retail  Consortium,  spoke  last  week  on  this  subject 
at  a  Financial  Times  seminar.  His  paper,  abridged  below,  sets  out  clearly  how 
Government  and  public  attitudes  have  created  impossible  situations  for  the  retailer 
and  left  him  full  of  apprehension  about  the  latest  price  restraint  scheme. 


When  all  my  world  was  young,  depression 
both  in  manufacturing  and  in  retailing 
had  produced  resale  price  maintenance  as 
a  protective  armour  against  bankruptcy 
induced  by  excessive  competition.  In  the 
short-term  it  served  its  purpose,  but  in  the 
long-term  it  largely  killed  the  retailer  as  a 
real  merchant  and  created  in  his  stead  a 
manufacturers'  agent — a  distributor — no 
more.  His  skill,  as  a  retailer,  lay  only  in 
salesmanship,  in  presentation,  in  the  care- 
ful control  of  his  stocks  and  in  other 
administrative  necessities.  Buying,  as  a  skill, 
in  the  sense  of  buying  at  the  best  price 
from  the  best  supplier  and  selling  at  such 
a  price  as  a  particular  retail  market  would 
bear,  had  ceased  to  exist. 

Today,  these  skills  have  returned.  Today, 
the  achievement  of  cash  profit  by  volume 
sales  at  *a  low  margin,  or  at  such  higher 
margin  as  slow  demand  compels,  is  once 
again  the  essence  of  success — but  it  has 
been  over-accentuated  at  this  present  time 
as  a  result  of  excessive  price  control  at  the 
retail  level. 

Competition  unleashed 

Resale  price  maintenance  was  abandoned 
in  1964,  the  object  of  the  politicians  being 
to  unleash  the  forces  of  competition  at 
retail  level — and  that  they  certainly  did. 
What  they  did  not  realise  (and  others  since 
have  not  realised)  was  that  the  retail 
operation  cannot  be  viewed  in  isolation — 
that  the  forces  of  competition  in  retailing 
would  find  their  level  in  manufacturing. 

The  result  has  been  that  whereas  pre- 
viously the  retailer  was  to  be  regarded  as 
the  docile  servant  of  manufacturing  in- 
dustry, he  rapidly  became,  although  amic- 
able enough,  a  contestant  for  a  growing 
part  of  the  manufacturer's  profit,  exacted 
for  the  benefit  of  lowering  the  price  to  the 
consumer. 

In  1972  the  Chequers  talks,  seeking  to 
find  voluntary  solutions,  proceeded  in  an 
atmosphere  of  greater  optimism  than  they 
warranted  in  the  event.  But  at  least  from 
the  retail  point  of  view  some  progress  was 
made  in  that  at  last  it  became  possible, 
though  very  much  from  the  back  seat,  to 
begin  to  create  a  little  understanding  in  the 
minds  of  Ministers,  Members  of  Parlia- 
ment, civil  servants,  trade  union  officials 
and  others,  of  what  the  retail  operation 
was  all  about,  and  particularly  what  was 
its  profit  structure — it  being  almost  univers- 
ally understood  until  that  time  that 
retailers  made  enormous  profits  called  the 
"mark-up"  or  gross  margins,  and  were 
really  pretty  anti-social  in  so  doing. 

But  1972,  the  beginning  of  the  price 
control  era,  was  not  a  good  moment  for 


the  retailer  to  try  to  get  into  the  argument. 
At  home  Mr  Heath's  Government  made  a 
dash  for  growth  to  get  unemployment 
down  from  the  level  of  one  million,  and 
the  money  supply  was  allowed  to  rise  very 
rapidly.  Consumer  demand  rose  in  tune, 
while  abroad,  world  commodity  prices 
were  exploding.  It  was  not  easy  to  argue 
the  retail  case  in  an  atmosphere  in  which 
a  Government-inspired  consumer  boom 
had  led  naturally  to  a  profitable  situation 
in  retailing — indeed  more  profitable  than 
for  many  years. 

Retailing  is  a  highly  geared  operation, 
with  a  heavy  proportion  of  standing 
charges,  and  consequently  it  can  say  with 
Mr  Micawber,  or  at  least  after  Mr 
Micawber,  "prices  rising  faster  than  costs 
-  result  happiness;  costs  rising  faster  than 
prices — result  misery". 

When  at  the  beginning  of  Phase  II  of 
price  control  we  were  arguing  for  the 
retailer,  the  impression  in  Government  and 
elsewhere  was  that  retailing  was  an  easy 
occupation  in  which  there  was  too  much 
fat.  Consequently  the  paraphernalia  of 
gross  and  net  margin  control  based  on  re- 
ference levels  to  April  1973  was  created  in 
a  situation  which  was  due  almost  immedi- 
ately to  reverse  itself.  The  increase  in  costs 
rapidly  overcame  even  the  inflationary 
increase  in  prices.  Retail  profits  today,  or 
at  least  at  the  publication  of  the  last  Price 
Commission  report,  have  been  cut  to  a 
quarter  of  reference  level  in  the  case  of  the 
food  trade,  and  about  half  that  level  in  the 
case  of  non-food  (and  if  you  question  why 
one  should  differ  from  the  other,  the 
answer  lies  simply  in  comparative  rates 
of  stockturn  for  differing  types  of 
merchandise). 

Price  control  irrelevant 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe,  apart  from 
seasonal  variations,  that  this  trend  has  yet 
begun  to  reverse  itself.  If  the  battle  against 
inflation  succeeds,  then  in  due  course  a 
change  will  come.  But  the  real  fact  of  life 
today  is  that  competition  is  such  that 
price  control  has  become  completely  ir- 
relevant. As  a  result,  even  more  than  in 
manufacturing  industry,  the  retail  trade  is 
short  of  cash,  gravely  handicapped  in  terms 
ot  stock  replacement  and  inhibited  from 
further  investment. 

In  all  these  circumstances  I  hope  that  it 
may  be  counted  for  virtue  that  the  council 
of  the  Retail  Consortium,  comprising  the 
eight  major  associations  in  the  retail  trade, 
has  accepted  the  further  burden  imposed 
by  the  price  check  scheme.  Let  me  make 
it  clear  that  this  acceptance  has  not  been 
without   the   gravest   misgiving  as   to  its

further  adverse  impact  on  the  profitability 
of  retail  trade — I  would  go  further  and 
say  on  the  viability  of  retailing  both  large 
and  small  throughout  the  country.  Never- 
theless the  battle  against  inflation  is  a 
battle  against  a  common  enemy  and  we 
have  thought  it  right  therefore  to  play  the 
part  demanded  of  us  by  the  Government. 

Throughout  the  whole  history  of  price 
control,  the  Consortium  has  constantly 
argued  that  control  of  prices  must  essenti- 
ally stem  from  the  base  source,  from 
manufacturing.  Any  attempt  to  pin  the 
blame  for  high  prices,  or  for  the  increase 
of  prices,  specifically  on  the  retailer  is  not 
only  bad  economics,  it  is  also  a  patent 
nonsense.  The  costs  of  distribution  rise  in 
line  with  prices,  and  in  this  respect  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  items  included  in 
the  retail  price  index  are  only  as  to  60  per 
cent  prices  in  the  shops.  The  other  40  per 
cent  is  prices  of  other  goods  and  services 
which  are  just  a  burden  on  the  retailer 
himself  as  on  the  public  at  large. 

Control  by  item  self-defeating 

Price  control  therefore  must  stem  from 
the  base;  from  the  cost  of  manufacture. 
In  that  field,  control  by  item,  by  product, 
is  logical,  although  I  am  perfectly  pre- 
pared to  agree  that  the  system  of  that 
control  must  always  be  subject  to  argu- 
ment— to  argument  based  on  the  same 
factors  of  liquidity,  stock  replacement, 
and  investment,  which  apply  equally  to  the 
retail  trade.  Nevertheless  in  retailing,  con- 
trol by  item  is,  as  we  have  always  argued, 
wholly  self-defeating,  particularly  in  an 
inflationary  situation,  and  must  be  replaced 
by  a  control  exercised  in  a  broader  field. 

On  this  argument  we  succeeded  in  per- 
suading Mr  Heath's  Government,  right  at 
the  beginning,  that,  if  control  was  neces- 
sary, it  should  be  a  control  of  gross 
margin.  Unfortunately  that  Government 
saw  it  fit  to  impose  in  addition  a  control 
of  net  margin  based  on  the  1973  levels, 
and  without  labouring  the  point  too  finely, 
the  effect  of  that  dual  control  has  been 
that  every  retailer  has  been  forced  into  a 
competitive  battle  for  volume  sales,  volume 
at  all  costs,  in  order  to  maintain  an 
established  relationship  between  gross  mar- 
gin and  net  margin,  both  expressed  and 
as  a  percentage  of  sales.  Not  only  there- 
fore has  there  been  the  ordinary  down-

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bearing  on  manufacturers'  price  mainten- 
ance and  the  re-creation  of  buying  power, 
to  which  I  referred  earlier,  but  there  has 
been  added  to  it  this  artificial  pressure  on 
manufacturing  industry,  exerted  by  the 
retailer  to  meet  the  requirements  of  price 
control. 

Here  then  is  a  situation  in  which  the 
animus  against  retail  prices  (and  the 
retailer  as  the  presumed  cause  of  them), 
which  is  constantly  expressed  by  the  trade 
unions,  by  the  consumer  associations  and 
so  forth,  has  done  real  harm.  Retail 
demand  arising  directly  from  the  system 
of  price  control,  and  the  depressive  effect 
of  that  demand  on  manufacturing  prices 
at  a  time  of  artificially  induced  com- 
petition in  the  High  Street,  has  been  itself 
a  factor  in  the  unhappy  situation  which 
now  rules  in  manufacturing  industry. 

There  are  voices  now  which  ask  for 
leflation.  It  may  well  be  that  those  voices 
are  speaking  too  soon.  On  that  I  express 
no  opinion.  What  is  perfectly  certain  how- 
ever is  that  reflation,  when  the  time  comes, 
as  it  may  well  come  at  the  end  of  this 
price  restraint  period  of  six  months,  must 
allow  for  retail  demand  to  be  restored 
at  least  to  its  natural  level.  Only  then 
will  retail  stocks  start  to  rebuild  and  the 
productivity  of  manufacturing  industry 
start  to  flow. 

Wages  costs 

My  second  point  is  this.  However 
successful  has  been  the  £6  fixed  limit  in 
general  terms — and  undoubtedly  its  suc- 
cess will  be  remarkable  if  it  continues  to 
be  sustained,  it  is  nevertheless  a  positive 
on-cost  for  a  low  paid  industry  like  retail- 
ing. The  wage  content  of  retailing  is  in 
the  area  of  55  per  cent  of  total  expense. 
The  impact  of  the  £6  limit  has  added  (or 
is  in  course  of  adding)  to  the  retail  wages 
bill  not  10  per  cent,  which  was  presumed 
to  be  the  equivalent  in  manufacturing,  but 
20  per  cent  and  more.  Indeed  it  is  largely 
for  this  reason  that  the  retailer  can  claim 
that  two  of  the  three  pre-conditions  of 
the  Selective  Restraint  Scheme  have  not 
been  met.  Not  only  have  the  net  margins 
of  retailing  continued  to  fall,  but  retail 
costs  have  continued  to  rise,  aided  power- 
fully not  only  by  wages,  but  also  by  the 
rising  cost  of  the  products  of  the  nation- 
alised industries,  which  themselves  are  7 
per  cent  of  total  retail  expense. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  retailer, 
however  much  he  may  wish  that  his  labour 
force  should  move  into  the  higher-paid 
league,  must  nevertheless  look  with  great 
misgiving  at  proposals  to  continue  wages- 
policy  on  a  flat-rate  principle.  For  they 
will  inevitably  make  a  further  heavy 
addition  to  his  costs — unless  of  course 
(and  it  is  a  mammoth  "unless"  at  this 
stage),  it  can  be  accepted  by  Government, 
by  unions,  by  industrialists,  that  retailing 


is  a  wholly  competent  and  necessary 
partner  in  the  economy,  and  must  there- 
fore, if  compelled  in  the  general  interest 
to  go  along  with  a  flat  rate  wages  policy, 
be  allowed  to  seek  profit  to  maintain  it. 

Inevitably,  after  four  years  of  increasing 
pressure,  that  means  that  the  retailer  must 
look  for  better  margins  as  a  positive  policy. 
The  grinding  compulsion  of  price  control 
must  be  taken  off  and  bit  by  bit  the 
extreme  forces  of  competition  which 
presently  rule  in  the  High  Street  may  relax. 
It  will  be  a  slow  process.  Certainly  there 
is  no  fear  of  prices  running  away  on  this 
account.  This  policy,  the  abandonment  of 
price  control,  would  be  mildly  reflationary 
in  that  it  would  aid  industrial  production 
by  restoring  some  part  of  retail  demand. 

Of  the  scheme  itself  I  can  say  little.  The 
basis  of  it  has  been  that  Government 
should  discover  through  the  agency  of 
manufacturing  trade  associations  the 
extent  to  which  an  assorted  range  of  goods 
can  be  reasonably  guaranteed  to  rise  in 
price  by  no  more  than  5  per  cent  at  the 
maximum  in  the  coming  six  months.  From 
the  retail  point  of  view  the  argument  has 
been  the  extent  to  which  the  items  in  the 
scheme  may  or  may  not  form  so  large  a 
part  of  any  retailer's  trading  pattern  that 
they  positively  inhibit  his  ability  even  to 
maintain  his  present  reduced  level  of  net 
margin  at  a  time  when  he  desperately 
wants  his  business  on  firmer  ground. 

Cross-subsidisation 

There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk  of 
cross-subsidisation,  that  is,  that  within  the 
general  requirements  of  price  control,  the 
Scheme  items  should  be  restrained  in  any 
price  increase,  while  margins  are  made  up 
from  the  sale  of  merchandise  not  in  the 
Scheme.  Obviously  the  practicality  of  this 
depends  both  on  the  bulk  of  the  Scheme 
items  in  terms  of  the  retailer's  turnover, 
and  on  the  saleability  of  non-Scheme 
items.  It  would  be  pointless  to  suggest 
that  moderation  in  the  price  of  baked 
beans,  if  these  were  in  the  Scheme,  should 
be  offset  by  increasing  the  price  and  the 
sales  of  caviar.  That  is  an  absurb  example 
enough,  but  it  illustrates  perfectly  well  the 
conundrum  in  the  mind  of  any  retailer 
who  is  seeking  to  study  what  the  effect 
on  his  business  might  be.  Until  the  list  of 
merchandise  is  finally  specified,  and  even 
until  the  retailer  can  begin  to  discover 
from  his  suppliers,  whoever  they  may  be, 
to  what  extent  his  individual  buying  is 
likely  to  be  affected  by  the  Scheme,  there 
will  be  a  natural  reluctance  to  believe  that 
there  do  not  lie  in  it  further  dangers  to 
the  viability  of  his  business. 

And  all  the  time,  day  by  day,  the  air 
is  full  of  "buts".  But  what  use  is  this 
Scheme  if  the  products  of  the  nationalised 
industries  are  not  brought  within  it?  But 
what  practical  contribution  does  it  make  if 
public  expenditure  is  not  restrained?  But 
what  of  local  rates,  a  heavy  factor  in  retail 
expense?  But  what,  equally,  of  iunior 
Ministers  who  proclaim  the  virtues  of 
municipal  trading  in  the  House  of 
Commons  just  at  the  point  of  time  when 
another  Minister  is  seeking  to  gain  the 
co-operation  of  the  private  trader  through- 
out the  country?  Voluntry  co-operation 
is  a  delicate  bloom,  susceptible  to  late 
frosts  like  any  other.  It  will  be  for  the 
Government  in  all  its  branches  to  see  that 
it  is  not  nipped  in  the  bud. 


Italian  subsidiaries  merge 

Pharmitalia  (UK)  Ltd  and  Carlo  Erba 
(UK)  Ltd,  both  subsidiaries  of  Montedison 
SpA,  Milan,  are  to  merge  their  UK 
operations  under  the  name  Montedison 
Pharmaceuticals  Ltd  as  part  of  a  world- 
wide development  programme.  Managing 
director  will  be  Mr  D.  J.  Lewis,  formerly 
managing  director  of  Pharmitalia  (UK). 

Montedison's  group  sales  at  3,518,000m 
lire  (£2,212m)  in  1975  were  97  per  cent 
lower  than  in  1974.  This  reflected  generally 
lower  output  and  falling  prices  due  to 
unfavourable  conditions  at  home  and 
abroad.  A  28  per  cent  fall  in  sales  in  the 
petrochemical  division  has  been  reported 
but  pharmaceuticals  were  among  the  few 
sectors  to  show  improved  results.

News 

Some  oils  short  on  spot 

London,  February  4:  A  number  of  essen- 
tial oils  have  become  difficult  to  find  on 
the  spot  but  in  most  cases  dealers  are 
prepared  to  quote  for  forward  delivery  at 
rates  only  a  little  up  on  those  in  force  a 
month  ago.  Among  the  oils  affected  are 
lemongrass,  Chinese  spearmint  and 
cassia,  and  Madagascar  clove  leaf. 
Quoted  lower  on  the  week  were  Brazilian 
peppermint,  Java  citronella  and  Chinese 
eucalyptus.  Cedarwood  was  slightly 
firmer. 

Unextracted  lemon  peel,  which  could 
be  bought  on  the  spot  at  £670  metric  ton 
three  months  ago,  is  now  quoted  at 
£1,100.  Cape  aloes,  Canada  and  Peru 
balsams,  hydrastis  and  senega  were 
lower.  Cochin  ginger  also  fell  with  the 
approach  of  the  new  crop.  Pepper  eased 
on  lower  demand.  Higher  were  cherry 
bark,  gentian  root,  jalap  and  Russian 
liquorice  root.  Shipments  of  senna  from 
Tuticorin  during  December  1975  were 
consigned  to  US  only  and  consisted  of 
10  tons  leaves  and  5  tons  of  pods.  It  is  a 
quiet  market  for  both  Indian  and  Alex- 
andria senna.  There  are  signs  that  ship- 
pers of  Alexandria  pods  would  be  willing 
to  reduce  prices  but  are  unable  to  do  so 
because  of  currency  control  by  their 
Government. 

Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
acetarsol  and  sulphamethizole  were  ad- 
vanced on  February  2.
